The Constitutional Convention, on 
yesterday, by a large majority, defeat- 
ed the section of the legislative re- 
port which provides that the Legis- 
lature, as soon as the Capital is locat- 
ed, shall appropriate a sum no exceed- 
ing $2,500,000 for the erection of Cap- 
ital buildings. This decision virtu- 
ally settles the Capital question in fa- 
vor of Frankfort, leaving the amount 
of any appropriation to be made in 
the discretion of the legislative body 
desiring to make it. 

Had this section been adopted Louis- 
ville and Lexington would have strug- 
gled for the possession of the Capital 
with extravagant buildings, but now 
it is evidently the desire of the Con- 
vention that Capital buildings shall 
b'e provided at the lowest figures, 
consistent with economy, and this 
can be done only at Frankfort. The 
friends of Frankfort on the floor of 
the Convention urged the many ad- 
vantages that .Frankfort possessed 
over Louisville and Lexington as the 
location for the Capital, and our 
neighbors of the blue grass and bear- 
grass are not happy.

New York Sub Postofflces. 

Ask almost any retail druggist what 
commodity he has the greatest demand 
for, and the chances are he will say, 
"Postage stamps." Women have no 
patience with a drug shop that does not 
keep postage stumps on sale. This fact 
is pretty widely appreciated hy retail 
rists, anil many drug shops in thi( 
city enjoy the not very lucrative distinc 
tion <>f being sut< post office stations. The 
busiest drug shop postoffice is in Forty- 
second street, opposite the Grand Central 
station. It was established about a year 
ago, chiefly through the instrumentality 
of ex-Postmaster General Thomas L. 
James. The Lincoln bank, of which 
Gen. James is president, is only a few 
rods away, and the close proximity of 
the railroad station and three or four 
large hotels makes this a particularly 
lively district. 

For furnishing room, rent and serving 
as deputy postmaster, Mr. F. W. Schoon- 
maker is allowed by the postoffice de- j 
partment the munificent sum of $400 per 
annum. Postmaster Van Cott has rec- 
ommended that this allowance be in- 
creased. An official statement of the 
business done at this sub-station (14) in I 
the year ended Jan. 1, shows that $11,042 
worth of postage stamps were sold. 
$17,207 of money orders were issued, and 
158,387 pieces of third and fourth class 
mailing matter were received. During j 
the holiday season the place was almost 
snowed under by packages brought there 
to be mailed. Two days before Christ- 
mas the drug business had to be practi- 
cally abandoned, and all hands in the 
shop turned in to work for Uncle Sam. 
—New York Times.
